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Abortion 
trauma can 
be healed

ALCALA PARK — Eighteen years 
after Deedee had her six-week-old fetus 
aborted, she was still struggling to repress 
feelings of guilt, shame and worthlessness 
which plunged her into severe depression. 

“IT was in the denial stage’’ of the 
experience, she told Southern Cross. ‘‘Even 
though God had forgiven me, I couldn’t 
forgive myself. I had killed my own flesh 
and blood.’’ 

Pam wrote of her abortion, ‘‘I was so 
filled with regret, remorse and_ self- 
recrimination that I became anorexic and 
nearly starved myself to death.’’ 

“‘When my weight dropped below 80 
pounds, I developed a potentially fatal 
heart condition. I spent 32 weeks in the 
psychiatric unit of a hospital. ... 

“Upon my release I began to abuse 
drugs, then alcohol’? and attempted 
suicide twice. “‘I married but was so 
emotionally ill, I could not sustain a 
relationship and after only a month my 
husband left me.”’ pea 

Today Deedee and Pam (fictitious 
names) have recovered from their post- 
abortion trauma, thanks to counseling 
programs designed to assist women 
suffering from this syndrome. 

One of these programs, Project Rachel, 
is designed to reconcile the woman with 
her aborted child, with God and with the

Indians, Latinos share All Souls Day traditions 


Traditions fuse aboriginal, European Catholic beliefs in celebration of life

All Saints Day, Nov. 1, has been a 
solemn Catholic holy day of obligation for 
over 11 centuries, and All Souls Day, 
Commemoration of the Faithful 
Departed, has long been established as 
Nov. 2. Yet, the way the feasts are 
celebrated vary among cultures. 

In the San Diego-Tijuana region, All 
Saints Day and All Souls Day are both 
widely observed, perhaps more than any 
place else in the United States. 

Not only do the region’s 1.5 million 
Mexicans and Mexican-Americans have 
a strong tradition of celebrating what they 
call “‘Dia de los Muertos’’ (Nov. 2), the 
inhabitants of the region’s numerous 
Native American Indian reservations also 
mark the occasion with solemn wakes at 
their cemeteries. 

Among Mexicans and Mexican- 
Americans, All Saints is also an occasion 


to remember all children who died in 
innocence. 

On All Souls, adults who have passed 
on are remembered. Despite its common 
name which means ‘‘Day of the Dead,”’ 
“Dia de los Muertos’’ is not a solemn 
observance, but a day of rejoicing. 

Spanish Catholic tradition has fused 
with aboriginal customs, resulting in a 
holiday that celebrates the triumph of life 
over death. 

Families sometimes form processions, 
sharing food, sweets and symbolic 
objects. They build altars in the home or 
at the family gravesite and decorate them 
colorfully. 

Candy and cookies are shaped liked 
skeletons or skulls, and people dress up 
like ghosts, imps or even demons to show 
they are not afraid. 

“The Catholic church does not 
condone the practice of pagan rituals, but 
it has always absorbed and 
accommodated native customs to some 


degree,’’ Father José L. Preciado, of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe Church, Calexico, 
told Southern Cross. 

“‘One can trace many Christian feast 
days to European pagan festivals. When 
Mexican and Mexican-American 
Catholics celebrate ‘Dia de los Muertos’ 
they are celebrating their culture and 
their history, not pagan rituals,’’ Father 
Preciado said. 

““One can easily compare this to the 
Feast of Thanksgiving, which I 
understand to have begun as a Protestant 
custom celebrating deliverance from 
hunger. 

“One need not be a Protestant to 
celebrate a feast day and thank God for 
his mercy. People being the way they are, 
most are merely happy for an opportunity 
to observe tradition with family and 
friends.’’ 

While Mexican-Americans celebrate 
““Dia de los Muertos’’ much like the 
Anglo-American Halloween, San Diego’s 


Kumeyaay-Diegueno Indians observe All 
Souls Day with somber rituals that 


combine Catholic and naturalist 
traditions. 

‘Indian people have a _ profound 
respect for the dead,’’ said Father 


Colleoni. ‘‘This undoubtedly preceded 
the coming of the Franciscan Fathers, 
who brought the custom of All Souls Day 
with them. 

Father Colleoni said that Native 
Americans at the various reservations in 
San Diego County treat All Souls as an 
occasion to express their devotion to their 
ancestors and their belief in immortality. 

“This expression, for some, may go 
back to the idea of the Great Spirit,’’ he 
said. ‘‘But for those who are Catholic, of 
course, it is an expression of belief in the 
promise of resurrection.”

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Catholic NETWORK hosts 
election issues workshop

PACIFIC BEACH — NETWORK, a 


Catholic social justice lobby based in 
Washington, D.C., joined with the 
diocesan Peace and Justice Commission 
Oct. 22 to co-sponsor an_ election 
workshop, hosted by the Peace and 
Justice Committee of St. Brigid Parish, 
Pacific Beach. 

The workshop, entitled ‘1988: An 
Election of Conscience,’’ was conducted 
by Dawn Martin, an attorney and a 
NETWORK lobbyist since 1986. 

Founded by women’s religious 
organizatons 18 years ago, NETWORK 
currently has 10,000 subscribers to its 
publication and is the only registered 
Catholic lobby in Congress. 

According to Martin, the organization 


combines lobbying with educational 
presentations such as the Elections 
Workshop. 

The first topic was the church’s 
teachings on key economic issues, 


including how these relate to political

responsibility. 

“NETWORK is primarily an 
economic issues lobby,’’ said Jeanne Ertle 
of the diocesan Peace and Justice 
Commission, who helped coordinate the 
event. ‘‘It also deals with world peace and 
human rights issues, but its focus is 
economic justice.” 

Toward that end, for the past 17 years, 
NETWORK has attempted to influence 
the United States Congress to enact 
legislation to protect human rights and 
provide economic justice to the poor and 
the powerless. 

Martin said, ‘‘We believe that the 
rightful role of government is to attend to 
the common good of all citizens, 
including the poor. Over the years, 
NETWORK has consistently articulated 
its positions openly from the perspective 
of the poor. 

‘“‘With the elections so near, we 
thought it was important to share our 
perspectives on some of the issues, 
leading to discussion and perhaps a 
broadening of understanding. 

‘‘Our bishops have been saying for 
some time that there must be a ‘consistent 
ethic of life.’ One cannot look only at 
abortion and ignore war, hunger or the 
death penalty. One must look at the full 
range of issues in order to make 
responsible decisions.”’ 

The second topic of discussion was an 
analysis of political myths. NETWORK 
is concerned with debunking established 
political myths and teaching individuals 
how to get around media manipulatigns. 

‘‘A great many political myths are 
accepted without question,’’ cautioned 
Martin. ‘‘One is that the budget deficit 
was caused by domestic spending or by 
unions demanding high wages. That just 
isn’t so,’’ Martin said. 

‘‘Another is that the poor. are poor 
because they’re lazy, and my personal 
‘favorite’ that our economy would be fine 
if women stayed home instead of 
competing in the job market.”’ 

Martin said that a Castelli-Gallup poll 
entitled ‘‘Beliefs of U.S. Catholics’’ 
showed that American Catholics overall 
have a different perspective from others 
on a variety of issues.

She quoted from the poll’s 
compilations, saying that 84 per cent of 
U.S. Catholics support a bilateral nuclear 
freeze; 79 percent want increased 
government spending on domestic issues;

After lunch, the workshop assumed a 
more informal, discussion format. 
Questions from the floor were fielded by 
Martin, Ertle and others present. 

There-was a general discussion of what 
resources are available to Catholics 
concerned with social and economic 
justice jand strategies toward a more 
economically humane world. 

A graduate of Loyola Marymount 
University and Loyola School of Law, 
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Martin is a human rights and 
humanitarian law specialist. She says she 
came to NETWORK as an intern “‘out of 
interest.’’ 

**T wasn’t happy with the traditional 
way of practicing law,’’ she said. 
‘Working as a lobbyist is a common way 
for people to use legal training to advocate 
a certain point of view. 

‘fAll our work is based on the social 
teachings of the church, and NETWORK 
makes no political endorsements. As a 
registered lobby, we have to operate 
within well-defined restrictions,’’ Martin 
said. 

Asked if Catholics in Congress have 
been especially helpful, Martin said that 
the faith of the member of Congress was 
rarely an issue. 

‘‘We have established our credibility 
and been welcomed by members of both 
houses, both parties and all faiths,’’ she 
said. 

““Of course, Sen. Edward Kennedy is 
a very strong supporter of ours, but we 
meet with all of them and advise them of 
our positions.”’ 

Martin’s co-lobbyist in Congress is 
Sister Catherine Pinkerton, CSJ, a 
veteran of many years of social justice 
work. 

The Martin-Pinkerton team is 
balanced in one sense — Martin is only 
27 and a lay person, while Sister 
Pinkerton is in her 60s. 

The two women comprise the lobbyist 
component of NETWORK ’s 
Washington offices, and they must keep 
their fingers on the pulse of both houses of 
Congress. 
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Vocations — 
‘do get alarmed’ 


Msgr. Charles Dollen’s article on the vocations problem 
(Southern Cross, Oct. 6) is the kind of stuff that has helped 
make the problem in the first place. 

In effect, he says, don’t worry about the vocations pro- 
blem; it will go away on its own. Pointing to the fact that the 
U.S. has always had a priest shortage, has relied too heavily 
on the faith of foreigners in the past, and that the church is 
now encouraging lay perons to take on jobs they can handle 
just as well as clergy — all that — still doesn’t address the real 
problem: we need priests and we don’t do enough to recruit 
them. 

Here are six ideas on the matter. 

With fewer children in parochial schools, we have fewer 
young people coming in direct contact with priests. (1) 
Priests need to be more available to children in the formative 
years when Father can be a role model. 

More and more parishes are hiring youth ministers. 
However, (2) priests cannot afford to abdicate that role en- 
tirely. They also (3) need to be sensitive to the fact that many 
of these youth ministers are former seminarians. Employ- 
ing men who have chosen not to become priests is sending a 
‘mixed message’’ to youngsters, at best. 

It is also a fact that our clergy is aging. The number of 
priests who retire or die far exceeds the number ordained 
each year. Asthe clergy ages, itisnot surprising that their in- 
terests often shift to the elderly of the parish. (4) This must 
not be at the expense of the young. 

Another factor which needs to be recognized is that we 
have donea pretty good job of confusing the role of the priest 
since Vatican II. Is the pastor the leader of the parish, a co- 
worker among equals, or just a liturgist who ‘‘puts on”’ 
liturgies planned by others? 

That confusion has shown itself (5) in a reluctance of 
priests to speak out about the benefits of being priest. 
That needs to be recognized and overcome. 

After all, how often have you heard a pitch from the pulpit 
in your parish about the value of becoming a priest asa good, 
prodctive and joyful way of life? Once a year? Or less? (6) 
That goes for religious, too! 

I’ve listed six things we could start to do (the most impor- 
tant being that we recognize the problem). I invite Msgr. 
Dollen to put his mind to finding even more initiatives. 

The quick rebuttal is, ‘‘Who has time for all that?’’ No 
one can make more time, but once a problem is recognized, 
emphasis can be changed. The vocations problem will solve 
itself when all of us get alarmed enough about it to make it

Govt. help for the aged poor 


Where do the wealthy live in San Diego County? The 
popular belief would be that they live in La Jolla, Rancho 
Santa Fe, Green Valley and Rancho Bernardo. 

But not far from these bastions of wealth live hundreds, 
maybe thousands, of older people who live quiet lives of 
desperate poverty. These are the people who have only 
their Social Security to depend on. 

Many of these people cannot afford the luxury of a 
good apartment, since the rent on even the smallest 
apartments is getting prohibitive in most parts of San 
Diego County. 

A practice which has come to light recently is evidence 
that landlords are gobbling up the cost-of-living 
increments as soon as they are announced. How 
dreadfully cruel! ° 

Doesn’t it bring tears to your eyes when you hear 
stories of some senior citizens who buy dog food to get a 
little meat on their tables? 

As a people, we do care about the needy in our midst. 
Why can’t we make the politicians realize this? It is not 
too much to demand that our country provide adequately 
for the aged poor. 

We pay our elected representatives in Washington and 
Sacramento very good salaries with good fringe benefits, 
many perks and a princely retirement plan. It’s high time 
that we make sure they find the money for the aged, the 
sick and the truly poor. 

It does not seem fair to me that we demand that Social 
Security recipients must pay part of that niggardly sum of 
Medicare. 

Social Security was part of the great liberal reforms of 
FDR’s New Deal, which tried to provide retirement for 
the poor with dignity and provide unemployment 
insurance for those who want work but are temporarily 
without it. The modern Workfare idea is a worthy 
descendent of these liberal ideas.

Underground church deacon 


We will call him ‘‘Deacon Gordo.”’ That is not his real 
name. We have to keep that secret to protect his identity. 
But Deacon Gordo is very real and has been a leading 
figure in an underground church in the Middle East. But 
its location cannot be told. Lives would be in jeopardy — 
lives like that of Deacon Gordo and a couple of priests. 
Gordo comes from the Diocese of San Diego. 

In a part of the world where to join in Christian 
worship is to court deportation or even death, the 
underground church flourishes. It provides a community 
for Catholics cut off from the universal church and a focus 
where they can occasionally join together in Eucharist. 

Gordo told me: ‘‘Ten years ago as I lay prostrate in the 
sanctuary the day of my ordination as deacon, while the 
litany of the saints was sung, I had no idea which 
direction God had chosen for me. 

““After a few years in parishes in the diocese, I found 
myself employed in a Middle Eastern country where my 
religion was forbidden and the practice of it against the 
law. 

“If it was discovered that I was actively sharing my 
faith and practicing it, I would have been jailed and 
deported. Everything was done in secret.”’ 

Gordo relates that in order to maintain secrecy all 
messages among the Catholic community were carried by 
word of mouth through a select few. They would spread 
the word that a Communion get-together would be 
scheduled secretly at a time and place to be arranged. 

‘‘We smuggled the consecrated hosts through Customs 
and arranged a Communion service at a secret location, 
usually on a Friday and usually at a construction site 
dining facility,’’ Gordo related. 

‘‘We posted guards and when all was clear we would 
hold our spontaneous service. It was beyond description. 
Many of the TCN (Third Country Nationals) had not 


received Christ for more than two years. They included 
Filipinos, Indians, people from Thailand, Scotland, the 
United States, Germany, France and elsewhere. 


“T can’t count the thousands who received 
Communion in this way,’’ Gordo added. 

After communion, prayers were recited, and the 
popular Lord’s Prayer recited in every language 
répresented by the gathering; from Korean to Japanese, 
from English to Tagalog. Then the gathering would enjoy 
a feast of international music and song. 

Gordo now realizes how God chose him for this special 
ministry and brought the answer to his search for a 
ministry peculiar to his talents. 

Sometimes with the help of priests, sometimes entirely 
on his own, Deacon Gordo was able to fulfill what was 
certainly the most unusual ministry to emanate from the 
San Diego diocesan permanent diaconate program. 

Deacon Gordo has now moved on to other things and is 
no longer in the country where he helped to keep the 
underground church alive. He wonders now whether 
some of the local Islamic ministers (‘‘Imams’’) knew what 
was going on and turned a blind eye to it in the face of 
such evidence of religious fervor. ‘“They have respect for 
people who sincerely pray,”’ he states. 

Gordo expects soon to be in another country where the 
difficulties arise when you wish to maintain a ‘‘host 
connection”’ with your Catholic faith. So he must, for the 
moment, still remain anonymously, simply ‘‘Gordo.’’

Programs help heal abortion trauma victims

church, said Father James Jorden, 
associate pastor of St. Michael parish, 
Paradise Hills. 

‘‘While it is important to get people 
(involved in an abortion) to understand 
what they have done is against the laws of 
the church, it is just as important that we 
express the love of God through the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation,’’ he said. 

Project Rachel ‘‘balances the teachings 
of the church with the heart of the 
church,’’ he added. 

The project originated in the 
Archdiocese of Milwaukee in 1984. Its 
name comes from Jeremiah 31:15, in 
which Rachel laments never seeing her 
children again, said Father Jorden, who 
has been counseling women and men in 
this progam for several years. 

Some 40 percent of women who have 
abortions experience feelings of guilt, 
anger, depression and low self-esteem, 
the priest said, adding that men involved 
in these situations undergo the same 
emotions. 

Sociologist Arthur Shostak, a professor 
at Philadelphia’s Drexel University, 
corroborates this theory. 

After surveying a thousand ‘‘abortion 
veterans’? in 18 states who had 
accompanied their wives or girlfriends to 
abortion clinics, he concluded that most 
of them ‘‘felt isolated, angry at 
themselves and their partners and fearful 
of physical and emotional damage to the 
women,”’ according to an article in 7zme 
magazine. 

This stress, caused by the loss of human 
life, has a ‘‘physical, emotional and 
spiritual basis. It can occur any time after 
the abortion, from six months to 25

years,’’ Father Jorden said. 

Abortionists tell pregnant women they 
can have other children, ‘‘but they can’t 
have that child,’’ the priest emphasized. 

He explained the healing process that 
occurs through Project Rachel. 

The number of counseling sessions 
with the priest can range from one or two 
visits to sessions extending over several 
months, depending on the clients’ needs, 
Father Jorden said. 

The process includes asking forgiveness 
of the aborted child, followed by ‘binding 
the relationship’’ in the privacy of the

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counseling room, he added. 

‘*After this bonding has been 
accomplished and the woman is 
reconciled with her (aborted) child,’’ she 
receives the Sacrament of Reconciliation 
which completes the healing process, 
Father Jorden said. 

He described the clients’ ‘‘calmness 
and almost radiant appearance’’ after 
receiving this sacrament. ‘‘It’s clear they 
have turned a corner in their lives ... after 
their personal growth had been stunted”’ 
by the abortion. 

‘The effects of an abortion can cause 
many marital problems’’ if the reality is 
buried in the couple’s subconscious, he 
continued. The grieving process that 
accompanies any loss ‘‘will continue until 
a) person allows himself to release the 
grief.” 

“The longer a person puts off the 
grieving process, the more painful it 
becomes,”’ he said, citing five steps in the 
process: denial, anger, bargaining with 
God, depression and acceptance, 
according to Dr. Elizabeth Kugler-Ross’s 
book, ‘‘On Death and Dying.”’ 

Another program that deals with the 
grieving process is Women Exploited by 
Abortion (WEBA), a national 
organization whose goals include 
providing post-abortion counseling. 

Dayle Peagler, director of the San 
Diego WEBA division, told Southern Cross 
she provides individual counseling, 
usually in four sessions. 
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She then refers women to group 
sessions conducted by Sara Rickets who 
leads the women through the grieving 
process. 

WEBA emphazises the importance of 
the grieving process and advises its clients 
not to be ‘‘too hard on yourself’’ for 
deciding on an abortion, according to a 
WEBA brochure. 

This program partially blames society 
for the 1.6 million abortions performed 
annually in the United States, facilitated 
by the Supreme Court’s 1973 decision 
which legalized abortion. 

WEBA also advises its clients to forgive 
those involved in their abortions and seek 
healing in God. 

‘“‘Because abortion is a death 
experience the healing never really 
stops,’’ writes Olivia Gans in her article 
“*The Seductive Power of Abortion.”’ 

“‘We can never forget, but we can be 
restored. The lessons we learned were 
bitter to say the least, but in not forgetting 
we are truly free from being prey to the 


same seductions again.’’ Gans is the 
founder and director of American 
Victims. of Abortion, based in 


Washington, D.C. Her article appeared 
in ‘‘Respect Life’? magazine, published 
by the U.S. bishops’ Office for Pro-Life 
Activities for Respect Life month, which 
is observed in October.

reservations. ‘“There are probably similar 
observances at Barona, Baron Long, 
Sycuan and Santa Ysabel,’’ he said. 

A special blessing is said at the 
cemetery, and there is singing in English, 
Spanish and Kumeyaay. Candles are 
lighted and placed on the graves, and 
many people ‘‘visit’’ with their departed 
ones as if at a wake. 

Father Preciado said that the 
observance of ‘‘Dia de los Muertos’’ is 
symbolic of California’s Indian-Mexican- 
Catholic heritage. 

“People coming from Mexico observe 
both the first and the second of November 
as solemn holy days,’’ said Father 


Preciado. 

‘“Nov. 1 is especially reserved for those 
who have lost infants or children, who are 
considered totally innocent. This is 
known as ‘el Dia de los Angelitos,’ the 
Day of the Little Angels. 

‘On the second day of November, we 
pray for the souls of all the departed. 
When people are not allowed to do this in 
church or at the cemetery, they do it at 
home, building altars and preparing food 
as for a celebration. 

‘‘This varies from region to region. 
People from the southern region, from 
Oaxaca and Yucatan, tend to view this as 
a celebration with candy, special dishes, 
flowers and a festive atmosphere.

I feel that in coming to a decision on 
whether to vote for a_ presidential 
candidate, we need to look at the broad 
range of issues that affect us as citizens.

our consciences on all the issues, not just 
one or two. 

By examining the positions of the 
candidates on a wide range of issues and 
by comparing them to what the church 
says on these issues, we get a much 
better perception of each candidate’s 
overall moral competence and judgment 
in dealing with the many important 
issues to be faced once he is elected to 
the Oval Office. 

Consider the story from India about 
the wise scholars who were blind, and 
each one tried to describe an elephant.

Similarly, we will arrive at a better, 
more accurate judgment and decision on 
the candidates by considering their 
positions on many issues, not limiting 
our focus to a single issue. 

While I doubt a candidate will ever be 
in complete agreement with the church’s 
teaching on all the issues, I would hope 
that we want as president someone who 
most closely reflects our Catholic, 
Christian values on as many of the 
issues as possible, realizing that the 
president’s decisions affect not only us 
as individuals, but millions of people, 
both in our country and around the 
globe. 

It is important to reflect on how the 
many issues affect the common good of 
all, not just how they affect me as an 
individual. For example, a tax increase, 
should one come, certainly would not 
benefit my pocketbook, but may result 
in benefits to the larger community, 
such as through increased funds to fight 
drug dealing in our neighborhoods, 
programs to feed and shelter homeless 
people, or to distribute food to the 
starving in Ethiopia or the Sudan.

Rules of thumb aid parents

NEW YORK — The controversy 
surrounding ‘‘The Last Temptation of 
Christ’? makes a study of the U-S. 
Catholic Conference’s film review and 
classification system timely. 

The USCC system is set up to help 
parents determine what films they deem 
suitable for their children. Primarily an 
informational tool, each review gives a 
description of a film’s overall content and 
an analysis of its technical and 
entertainment value. 

The primary concern, however, is to 
address the moral and ethical issues raised 
in each film. These include assessing 
sexually explicit and/or violence-laden 
visuals, the degree of profanity, and 
whether a film affirms, challenges or 
rejects Judeo-Christian values. 


Basically, the USCC 
negative rules of thumb. 


ratings are 


e An A-I film is deemed morally 


unobjectionable for general patronage. 

e An A-II film contains material 
adolescents can be expected to handle 
with minimal parental supervision. 

e An A-III film contains 
material — language, violence, sexual 
situations, — which, while not a direct 
challenge to our values, requires a mature 
sense of judgment to evaluate. 

e An A-IV film normally contains 
serious social commentary. Such a film 
deals with explicit subject matter which 
although it is socially responsible in 
concept and values, requires some 
analysis and explanation as a protection 
to the uninformed against 
misinterpretation and false conclusion. 

e An O-rated film contains material 
that clearly challenges one or another of 
the teachings of the church. 


Unlike the MPAA ratings, the USCC 
classifications do not carry specific age 
restrictions. Aside from O-rated films, 
which are by definition unworthy of 
patronage by any age group, we believe 
that with the information furnished in the

‘USCC film review and 


reviews and ratings, a responsible parent, 
who with the maturity level of his or her 
child in mind, should be able to make a 
suitable decision. 

The USCC classifications differ in 
significant respects from the MPAA 
rating system. The criteria used by the 
MPAA are essentially limited to visuals 
and language and turn primarily on what 
the MPAA staff believe American parents 
are prepared to ‘‘accept.”’ 

The USCC staff and field consultants 
who are involved in the review and rating 
process have extensive knowledge and 
experience in analyzing film as a 
legitimate art form and as a 
communicator of the Judeo-Christian 
values represented by the church. While 
the judgments being offered through the 
classification 
service are not absolutes, they are 
carefully reasoned and deserve serious 
consideration by responsible parents.

Books offer reader a challenge 


NOTHING SHORT OF A 
MIRACLE by Patricia Treece; NY: 
Image Books (226 pp. $7.95 pb). 


Faith healing is big business today. The 
airwaves are filled with self-styled healers, 
the revival circuit flourishes and people 
almost everywhere are proclaiming that 
they’ve received miracle cures. 


Through the centuries, the Catholic 
Church has been home to many who 
have had the charism of healing. They 
exercised their gift quietly, their only 
“‘publicity’” coming by word-of-mouth. 
This book tells the stories of some of those 
people. 


Treece concentrates 
North America — her subjects being 
Father Solanus Casey, St. John 
Neumann, St. Frances Cabrini, Blessed 
Andre Bessette, St. Elizabeth Seton, St. 
John Bosco, Father Francis Seelos, Padre 
Pio and Sister Maria Troncatti.

CHRIST ENCOUNTERS by Gloria 
Hutchinson; Notre Dame, Ind., Ave 
Maria Press, 1988 (125 pp. $6.95 
spiralbound). 


Gloria Hutchinson offers her readers an 
interesting challenge in this book. As she 
says in her preface, ‘‘ ‘Christ Encounters’ 
is a 30-day at-home retreat for anyone 
who wants to come apart with the Rabbi 
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from Nazareth and risk the 
consequences.”’ 

The format for the retreat is simple. 
Each day’s theme centers around a 
question that Jesus aked (e.g., ‘‘Why did 
you doubt?’’ ‘‘Do you suppose I am here 
to bring peace on earth?’’ etc.). The 
scriptural context of each question is 
cited, allowing the retreatant to read the 
pertinent passage before continuing. 

_ Next is a short reading, usually about 
two pages, further developing the theme. 
Then comes a series of thoughts or 
questions to consider. Finally, the reader 
is given a specific suggestion for acting on 
the day’s theme. 

Hutchinson suggests taking 15-30 
minutes each day. That will include time 
for reading, writing, thinking, 
meditating, and most importantly, 
praying. The suggested actions should 
then carry the retreatant through the rest 
of the day and beyond. 

The challenge is an intriguing one. 
Where, in each person’s life today, is the 
Lord? Dare you ask ‘‘...and risk the 
consequences?”’

I can’t 
open up real well because I learned the 
hard way you can’t trust a lot of people 
with problems and personal feelings. 
How can I learn to trust people and open 
up?

Dear Unsigned, 

You sound like you desperately want 
what scares you most — friends. Your 
fear of opening up keeps you bottled up 
and lonely, and the more bottled up you 
get, the more you long for someone you 
can trust. The more you want to talk 
about your problems, the stronger your 
fear becomes, and so on. It’s no wonder 
you find it hard to handle frustration and 
pain. 

First, I don’t know where you are in 
regards to considering suicide. From the 
sound of your letter, I am guessing that

you would far prefer a life with good 
friendships over death. The first step 
toward achieving that goal is to make a 
firm commitment to life. Write it down, 


“T will not do anything to harm myself in 
anyway, or take any steps toward killing 
myself. When I feel overwhelmed by 
things that hurt me I will call the Suicide 
Prevention Hotline (236-3339) and tell 
them how I am feeling.’’ Sign it, date it 
and keep it where you can pull it out 
easily and remind yourself. Your wallet or 
purse would be a good place. 

Second, get help. I know you are afraid 
to open up and talk, so I am suggesting 
you talk to someone who has to keep your 
confidences sacred. Friends may not

Dear Helpless, 

I really wish I knew a little bit more 
about your situation. It sounds like you 
have made a decision to live and that you 
are committed to remain living. What I 
am unsure of is whether or not you went 
through any counseling as a part of 
making that decision. 


If I am right, the process you went 
through in facing your problems was 
somewhat private. Chances are good that 
your mother knows little of what you went 
through which lead’ you to attempt 
suicide. 


When your mother considers your 
brush with death she is afraid. 


My suggestion is that you and she find 
a counselor that can help you both sort 
out your relationship with one another. 
Your issues and needs as an emerging 
adult can be discussed as well as her needs 
as a mother.

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State bishops support 
five ballot propositions 


SACRAMENTO — The California 
Catholic Conference, made up of the 
state’s Catholic bishops, have declared 
their support for five measures on the 
Nov. 8 ballot, and reiterated their 
opposition to the AIDS Reporting 
Initiative, Proposition 102 (Southern Cross, 
Oct. 20). 

In a statement released Oct. 13, 
California’s bishops expressed support for 
measures to provide food and housing for 
the homeless, to restore Cal-OSHA, the 
principle enforcement agency for 
occupational safety and health standards, 
to increase taxes on. cigarettes and 
earmark the revenue generated for health 
care and education, and to support 
consumers’ right to information. 

Briefly stated, Proposition 84 would 
provide $300 million to house homeless 
families and individuals, create new 
rental housing and assist first-time home 
buyers. The CCC’s support for this 
measure’ and Proposition 95 is based on 
the American bishop’s 1986 pastoral 
letter, “Economic Justice for All.’’ 

The bishops have consistently 
advocated assistance to California’s 
estimated 100,000 homeless persons, 
many of whom are children, senior 
citizens, veterans or developmentally 
disabled people. 

Proposition 95 would create a public 
corporation to distribute funds to public 
agencies and non-profit organizations 
such as Catholic Charities’ agencies to 
provide emergency food, shelter and 
other services to the hungry and 
homeless, and to fund low-income 
housing. 

Program funding would be generated 
by fines imposed for Health and Safety 
Code violations, up to a maximum of $90 
million per year. 


Proposition 97 would reinstate Cal- 
OSHA, which was eliminated in July 
1987 by Gov. George Deukmejian, 
leaving the federal occupational safety 
and health agency in its place. 


Proponents of the measure charge that 
the federal agency permits higher levels of 
exposure to toxic chemicals than the 
previous Cal-OSHA and cite increases in 
some accidents and illnesses since the 
federalization. 


The CCC’s support for the re- 
establishment of Cal-OSHA is based on 
the right of workers to decent working 
conditions; a right explicitly stated in 
Catholic social teachings since Pope Leo 
XIII’s 1891 encyclical, ‘‘Rerum 
Novarum’’ (On the Condition of 
Workers.) 


Proposition 99 would increase the state 
tax on cigarettes by 25 cents and impose 
an equal tax on all tobacco products. 

If passed, it is expected to generate 
approximately $600 million in revenues 
in the first year, to be earmarked for 
health education, health care for the poor, 
and park and recreation programs. 


Although the Catholic Church 
generally opposes regressive excise taxes 
such as the one Proposition 99 would 
impose because they burden the poor and 
the wealthy equally, the CCC supports 
the measure, noting that tobacco is the 
single most preventable cause of death 
and disease in the U.S. 


A consumers’ right to know initiative, 
Proposition. 105, would require 
disclosures on toxic household products, 
fraudulent health insurance sales, nursing 
home abuses, the true sources of 
campaign funds for initiatives and 
corporate dealings in South Africa.
